Rvery artist of any consequence 
is represented, the greatest are represented by many and fampus examples. 
Many remarkable and important specimens wl therefore be recognized in 
this collection. Long ago the owner-of the collection discarded those which 
were inferior or only trivial examples, the acquisition of which is the price 
paid by every collector for his education, In consequence theft now remains 
no print, that does not contain some definitive element of beauty and of quality. 
One might even mention that hardly ever before, neither in Europe, Japan 
and America such a large number of distinguished examples in cholce condition 
has been offered. The attentive eye will note that anong the 529 prints the... 
majority is in flawless condition, For the sake of brevity the names: 
“Wasmuth" and "Staedel Cat,” are used to derignate the different publications 
of “Wasmuth Orbis pictus, vol. 16"; Einstein, “Der primitive Japanische 
Holzschnitt” and “Kurth, Ausstellungskatalog der Sammlung Straus-Negbaur 
im Staedelschen Institut zu Frankfurt am Main". 

In preparing this catalogue Mrs. Tony Straus-Negbaur has been assisted by 
the friendly cooperation of Mr, Julius Kurth, author of “Utamaro” (1907) and
